ROBERT  BURNS. 

Th*  Povt’i  First  Love  and  the  Vereee  la 
Which  He  P raised  Her. 

Robert  Burns,  the  Scottish  poet,  was 
born  at  Mount  Oliphant,  Jan.  46,  1 700, 
near  Ayr.  in  u  clay  built  cottage,  reared 
by  his  father's  own  hands.  When  a  lad 
of  18,  the  family  moved  to  Locblea. 
His  firet  three  or  four  years  at  Locblea 
were  still  with  the  poet  times  of  inno¬ 
cence,  and  "his  conduct  was  governed 
by  the  strictest  rules  of  virtue  and  mod¬ 
esty.  "  At  lust  be  set  his  affectious  on  a 
youug  woman  named  Ellisou  Begbie, 
the  daughter  of  a  small  farmer,  and 
toked  her  to  be  his  wife,  bat  he  could 
not  prevail  on  her  to  marry  him,  aud 
this  disappointment  had  a  malign  influ¬ 
ence  over  the  poet.  Long  afterward, 
when  be  had  seen  much  of  tbe  world. 
Barns  spoke  of  this  girl  as,  of  all  those 
on  whom  he  ever  fixed  his  fickle**  affec¬ 
tions,  the  one  most  likely  to  have  made  a 
pleasant  partner  for  life.  It  wax  to  her 
he  addressed  tbe  pure  and  beautiful  love 
lyric  “Mary  Moriaon,"  aud  in  tfoese 
lines  tbe  lyrio  genius  of  Bums  was  for 
tbe  first  time  nixlehiably  revealed: 

Yestreen  when  to  the  trembling  string 
Tbe  tlonce  gaed  through  the  lighted  ha’. 

To  thee  my  fancy  took  its  wing. 

I  eat.  but  neither  heard  nor  saw, 

Though  this  was  fair  and  that  *M  brmw 
And  yon  the  toast  of  a'  the  toe* 

I  sight'd  and  said  among  them  *7 
“Ye  are  noe  Mary  Mortsan.” 

Oh,  Mary,  const  thou  wreck  his  peace 
Who  for  thy  sake  would  gladly  dee? 

Or  const  thou  break  that  heart  of  his 
Whose  only  fault  is  loving  theef 

If  love  for  love  thou  wilt  not  gl«t 
At  least  be  pity  to  me  shown.

More  than  this,  it  is  often  dis¬ 
ease  undergoing  evolution,  and  many 
complaints  are  cured  simply  by  not  tak¬ 
ing  anything  beyond  a  small  cup  of  tea 
or  coffee,  aud  sometimes  not  even  that, 
until  11  or  12  o’clock.  The  experience 
of  hundreds  of  persons  proves  that  even 
the  severest  manual  labor  can  be  per¬ 
formed  for  several  hours  “ou  an  empty 
stomach”  and  with  more  «we,  energy 
and  satisfaction  than  ever  is  possible 
after  hd  early  morning  meal,  and  that 
it  ean  be  done  even  up  to  high  noon 
without  unusual  exhaustion  or  incon¬ 
venience  Inin  the  pangs  of  hunger.  A 
great  many  people  are  now  giving  this 
matter  a  prolonged  test,  and  tbe  wis¬ 
dom  o i  the  method  is  clearly  supported 
by  physiological  evidence.— Exchange.

vast  majority  of  bacteria  are  harmless,  Tbe  English  papers  have  recently  been 
SDd.  considering  that  be  daily  consumes  '  discussing  longevity  in  its  various 
millions  of  them  iu  eating,  drinking  pbases  and  find  at  least  three  well  so¬ 
und  xleepiog,  it  is  consoling  to  find  tbe 
belief  confirmed  by  au  eminent  author 
ity. 

Another  scientist  contributing  to  an 
Euglisb  review  does  something  toward 
relieving  bucte-ria  of  their  evil  name  by 
explaining  how  much  they  have  to  do 
with  sneoessful  butter  making.  Butter, 
as  every  one  knows,  is  best  made  from 
oour  cream  and  does  not  keep  well  un¬ 
less  tbe  cream  is  soured  before  churn¬ 
ing.  This  result  is  usually  attained  by 
lptting  tbe  cream  stand  till  it  sours  of 
ita  own  accord.  But  a  series  of  experi¬ 
ments  carried  on  in  Sleswick- Holstein 
have  proved  tbat  the  souring  of  cream 
i«  produced  by  the  presence  of  certain 
bacteria,  which  con  be  cultivated  and 
introduced  iu  snch  a  way  cause 

artificially  tbe  necessary  souring. 

A  doctor  named  Witter  has  studied 
the  subject,  uud  ‘‘so  skillfully  blended 
certain  cultures  together  that  when  the 
mixture  was  added  iu  due  proportion  to 
sterilized  cream  to  effect  souring,  the 
butter  made  therefrom  was  of  most  de- 
lifimis  flavor,  pore  and  of  great  com¬ 
mercial  value,  iuusmuch  us  it  kept  ad¬ 
mirably. 

The  dried  seed  or  powder  of  the  bac¬ 
teria  used  iu  this  process  cun  now  lie 
bought  put  up  iu  bottlps.  A  proportion 
is  added  to  a  small  quantity  of  skimmed 
milk;  which  is  subjected  to  a  moderate 
continuous  bout  till  the  bacteria  have 
developed.  The  "fermentation  starter" 
is  th^u  added  to  the  cream.  The  pure 
enluire  is  only  used  occasionally,  enough 
of  t|ie  "starter"  being  left  over  every 
duv  to  begin  operations  with  ou  the 
ucxij  Tbe  excellence  of  Danish  butter 
is  litltibutnl  t  >  the  care  taken  iu  choos¬ 
ing  the  "ferm^itatioii  starter,” — Pop¬ 
ular  Science  Monthly.

The  Greatest  Murderess. 

Aqua  Toffano,  tbe  poisoner  who 
lived  in  tbe  latter  part  of  the  seven¬ 
teenth  and  beginning  of  the  eighteenth 
fcen lories,  waa  probably  tbe  greatest 
murderess  tbe  world  has  ever  known. 
It  is  estimated  her  victims  numbered 
nearly  700,  mostly  men.  The  poison 
was  a  colorleas  liquid,  devoid  of  taste 
pud  put  up  in  small  bottles  bearing  tbe 
image  of  St.  Nicholas,  a  martyr,  who 
is  said  to  have  been  boiled  in  oiL  The 
illness  produced  by  tbe  poison  resem¬ 
bled  cholera.  Among  the  noted  victims 
was  Pope  Clement  XIV.  In  1709  f 
arch  poisoner  was  arrested,  and  it  was 
given  out  that  ehe  had  been  secretly 
strangled,  but  some  historians  msist 
that  she  livnd  until  the  year  1 730,  tbe 
Naples  authorities  making  good  use  of 
her  abilities  as  a  poison  maker.— Ex¬ 
change.
